Experimental College Provides 
Rigorous Liberal Education^ 


EAST LANSWa, Mich. (l.P.) - 
Binding on its experience with 
coeducational academic resi- 
dence halls where more than 500 
class sections were taught last 
year, the basic purpose of Mich- 
igan stats University's experi- 
mental Justin Morrill College Is 
•to provide a rigorous liberal 
educaUon In the humanities, the 
social sciences, andthe sciences, 
with the Integrating theme of In- 
ternational understanding and 
service,* according to Dean D.' 
Gordon Rohman. 

The college has administrative 
and Ixidgetary autonomy, but most 
of Its faculty hold joint appoint- 
ments with existing MSU colleges. 
The total curriculum consists of 
" five programs— foreign language, 
social sciences, humanities, nat- 
ural sciences, and English com- 
position — entirely contained 
within the college. Advanced stu- 
dents also take Interdisciplinary 
majors and at least 30 hours of 
electives in the university at 
large.

French or Russian for their lan- 
guage training last year, and this 
year Spanish will be added, with 
ten contact hours of language In- 
struction a week tor eight credits 
a quarter, they do the equivalent 
of three years In one. .Following 
completion of the Intensive fresh- 
man year language training, sum- 
mer study abroad Is recommend- 
ed, although not required. 

In the natural sciences, courses 
especially prepared for non-spe- 
clallsts are featured. Students 
must choose at least one course 
In the social sciences and In the 
humanities. Last fall, 15 were 
offered, with experts teaching 
their specialty to freshmen. 

The religion course, for ex- 
ample, focused on reformations 
In religious history; political 
science, on Supreme Court de- 
cisions; sociology, on under- 
privileged communities; and 
philosophy, on ethical problems. 

Instead of required Freshman

2) At tha end of the ssmestsr, 
after grades have been submitted 
all evaluation forma should be 
made available to the professor 
of a sectloo or course so that 
he Olay profit from all the re- 
turns. Every step muat be taken 
to protect the anonymity of the 
students; If, tor example, hand- 
writing would reveal the students’ 
Identity, tha answers would have 
to be reproduced In another form. 

In coocluaion, 1 reaffirm my 
belief that a valid, properly for- 
mulated expression of student 
opinion Is desirable In any eval- 
uation of professors. I will be 
glad to co-operate in such ven- 
tures.

While the general response to 
the Evaluatloo Illustrates a wide 
variety of reactions, three gen- 
eral trends can be observed. 

In one direction, there is the 
group of professors who see a 
new era In education In which 
students are exercising their 
rights to question and to demand 
higher academic and professorial 
standards. 

Conversely, thete are those 
professors who seem to feel that 
they are experts in their fields, 
and students do not have the 
right to question their expertise. 
In quite another vein, there has 
been a third group who aK>arently 
take only a flippant interest^ In 
the Evaluation. 

One faculty member complied 
an 'Academic Evaluation_ln Se- 
lected Undergraduates .•publish- 
ed under the names of Martial 
Warden, Chairman, and J, J. 
Nicely, Vice Chairman. This 
project disparagingly describes 
several different types of stu- 
dents. 

Perhaps the most sarcastic of 
the descriptions was that of one 
‘^ffiaralda Ripe”: 'Miss Ripe 


Is a truly remarkable student. 
During bar .first two ysars Miss 
Ripe’s mid-semester grades 
were Invariably straight F’s,* 
It stated. 

'However, by finals Ume, she 
was able, through diligent effort, 
to make the dean’s list four 
straight semesters. Her tor- 
midable talents are a subject 
of much conjecture among other 
students. 

• Since becoming an — 
major. Miss Ripe has maintained 
a 3.86 QUP; her only mar on 
an otherwise perfect record being 
unaccountably— the F she re- 
ceived In 'affective speaking* 
from Miss Spawn. 

•Upon repeating the course 
with the same Instructor, Miss 
Ripe received the highest grade; 
the dlmenslcos of her talent are, 
apparently, without Umlt. student 
Cumulative: A .* 

Another display of flippancy 
may be observed by the response 
that one professor gave to the 
question 'Do you feel that the 
criticisms mentions in the evalu- 
ation are constructive and help- 
ful to the professors?* This 
educator answered, 'Definitely.

On the other hand, some pro- 
fessors have shown a high degree 
of sincerity, thought, and pro- 
fundity. Dr. Harry Yelda sub- 
mitted the following; 

'Students have surely been 
evaluating their teachers for 
many thousands of years; thus, 
the recent efforts In this direction 
at George Washington are hardly 
surprising. But their format 
Is a little novel, and calls for 
some comment. 

•As one -who has done his 
share of evaluating In the past, 
and as one whose own mistakes 
have made him aware of how 
far from truth such evaluations 


often are, I found reasons for 
optimism In the thought that some 
discipline and organlzaUoa might 
now be added to the task, it 
seemed that truth might better 
be served. 

•Rut now I am less certain. 
To liegln with tha obvious, can 
you Imagine my embarassment 
In reading so overly generous 
an accounting of my own efforts? 
Or the sadness In reading less 
generous and perhaps, occasion- 
ally, spiteful Judgments passed 
upon esteemed colleagues? Or 
tha curiosity in reading so many 
pages on which no estimate was 
evpn attempted regarding course 
contribution to the mastery of a 
significant subject? 

•But all of these things might 
have been anUclpeted. Far mors 
distressing is another product 
of the study that 1 have discover- 
ed in numerous conversations 
with students. The ’written tra- 
dition’ seems to be replacing 
■oral tradition’ In the evaluation 
of faculty. 

’’This is surely not because stu- 
dents are talking less about these 
things. Rather, they now have 
a book to talk about; It no longer 
seems essential to seek out living 
representatives of a teacher’s 
efforts to educate, 

•For all the rleficlencies of the 
oral tradition, it Is at least 
capable of answering meaning- 
ful questions, elaborating on cer- 
tain points, refining Judgments, 
etc. This more serious' flaw 
is, of course, only to a snnall 
extent the fault of the editors 
of our evaluation,

The csntral lobby In Lower 
Llsner. will ba used tor tha per- 
manent coU e ctlon while the large, 
chandetlerad room l ead in g off the 
lobby wlU bouse the rotating ax- 
hlUts.

The gallery promises to servo 
as a repository of IntormatlonAa 
tbs artists who are dlsplsylsg, 
and It has tbs potential tor start- 
ing tha raputotlons of talantsd 
artlats.

GEORGE RICKEY, artUt 
extraordinaire. Is now shcnrlng a 
retrospactlvs exhibit, *Slxtean 
Years of Ktnetlo Sculpture,* at 
Corcoran Art Gallery 

Many of hla styles of klnatlc 
art are present, raprasantlog 
his earliest tolatastconceptlona. 
Compared to Jean linguely’seK- 
hlblt at the Washington Gallery 
of Modern Art last winter, 
Rieksy’s .work displays a quiet, 
precise balance of movement. 

Hie artist was In Washlngtor 
dtracUng the set-up of his ooo- 
struotlona. when asked bow the 
vlawar Is to respond to hla art, 
Rlekay stated emphatloally that 
thwe was no ana way. Hie 
vtavara’ rasponsa should ha an 
adtiraly Indlvldnalniallar— Ilka, 
dtsllka. Mar, lova, childhood, 
whatavar ~ any raaettoaoravaa 
Boaa at all la posslbla, 

Onrlag tha latmwlsw, Rleksy 
dandad that ha was trying to 
TT**** aaythliig partiealar with 
Us works, though ha ratarrad to 
them as *statamants of Ideas,* 


In movement Is the only moU- 
vaUon tor creating hla art, ba 
said. He claimed he Just starts 
tinkering with materials, and 
through trial and arror, produces 
a mec h a ni cal device' that satls- 
fles his aesthetic >««*—. 

Rickey believes that art has no 
standards. It la purely an ax- 
prasslon of the artls^ and Judg- 
ment about art should coma from 
aach viewer. Innate aastbatlc 
sensitivity, If thafa Is such a 
thing, seems to be tha only 
lagltlmata critic of art. Rlekay 
blames the Helds of history and 
lltaratura tor the common, but 
falsa., notlan of standards of 
graphic art crltlclam. 

Rlekay says the following la 
tha pa m p h l et *Gaorga Rlekayt 
Slxtaeo Years of Klnstle Seulp- 
tura,*

Stnviif tor nalsnea and order Although bom to Soma Band, 


Indiana, Rlekay has spent much 
of his Ufa In Europe where he 
received most of his education, 
inolndlng a BA from Oxford Uni- 
versity In modem history* Re 
pursued many earsers, such as 
teaching at many American unl- 
varsltlas and writing art 
criticism tor Newsweek before 
he decided to devote all of hIs 
Ume to klnstle art. 

His main Intarost Is now the 
expression of movsmant. His 
latest sculptures ara axtrsmaly 
simple metal Unas that move, 
powered by'alr currents. 

Rickey explains la his *Arts 
Yearbook oflM5,* <Tlmve worked 
tor several yaars with the simida 
movement of straight Unas, as 
they cut each other, slica toe 
IntarTanlng space, and dlvlda 
time, raapoadlng to the gantlast 
air currants.*

In consldaratloo of Rickey’s 
philosophy of art, crltleal oom- 
mant about his work will be 
Umlted to stating that his works 
do move, with balance and order. 
They are form reduced, to es- 
prass basic movament.
